FOREWORD 


Ina rapidly changing global trade environment, the international competitiveness of Canadian industry 
is the key to growth and prosperity. Promoting improved performance by Canadian firms in the global 
marketplace is a central element of the mandates of Industry, Science and Technology Canada and 
International Trade Canada. This Industry Profile is one of a series of papers in which Industry, 
Science and Technology Canada assesses, in a summary form, the current competitiveness of 
Canada’s industrial sectors, taking into account technological, human resource and other critical 
factors. Industry, Science and Technology Canada and International Trade Canada assess the most 
recent changes in access to markets, including the implications of the Canada-U.S. Free Trade 
Agreement. Industry participants were consulted in the preparation of the profiles. 

Ensuring that Canada remains prosperous over the next decade and into the next century is 
a challenge that affects us all. These profiles are intended to be informative and to serve as a basis 
for discussion of industrial prospects, strategic directions and the need for new approaches. 
This 1990-1991 series represents an updating and revision of the series published in 1988-1989. 
The Government will continue to update the series on a regular basis.

Structure and Performance 


Structure 

The book publishing industry comprises firms that 
select and edit works, enter into contractual agreements with 
authors or copyright holders for the production of works in 
book form or other format, offer the works for sale through 
distribution channels and bear the financial risks associated 
with production. Most publishers rely on outside services for 
the printing operation. 

Publishing firms can also act as exclusive agents. 
An exclusive agent is a firm that, in return for agreeing to 
be responsible for publicizing and marketing works published 
by another firm, is authorized to act as sole representative 
for the sale of those works, usually in a specific geographical

area. Most agent arrangements call for Canadian distribution 
of books published outside Canada. 

In 1990, the industry was composed of 314 publishing 
firms (of which 110 also acted as exclusive agents for other 
firms) and an additional 50 firms acting exclusively as agents 
for other firms. In 1990, the publishing industry employed 
6 361 full-time employees, published about 8 126 new titles 
and reprinted approximately 6 424 titles. The total Canadian 
market is estimated by Industry, Science and Technology 
Canada (ISTC) to be worth $1 601 million in 1990, consisting 
of $597 million from the sale of Canadian-published titles and 
$596 million from distributing imported titles in Canada, as 
reported by Statistics Canada,! plus an estimated $408 million 
from direct sales by foreign suppliers of foreign books to 
Canadian purchasers.

Canadian-owned publishing firms generated $531 mil- 
lion in sales of books in Canada in 1990, of which about 
$347 million (65 percent) originated from titles they published 
themselves. By comparison, foreign-owned publishing firms, 
although representing only 9 percent of the number of book 
publishing firms established in Canada, generated $527 mil- 
lion in revenue, of which about $253 million (48 percent) 
came from titles originated and published in Canada. 

Books are categorized (and publishing companies depart- 
mentalized) according to the markets they serve. Textbooks 
are published for elementary and high school (el-hi) as well 
as postsecondary students, trade books (mass-market paper- 
backs, trade paperbacks and trade hardcovers) for the general 
public, scholarly books for academics, reference books for 
readers with specific information needs, and professional 
and technical books for specific groups such as accountants, 
lawyers or electricians (See Table 1). Textbooks represented 
about 38 percent of the net sales in Canada by publishing 
firms, trade books shared approximately 37 percent, and other 
book categories together generated 25 percent of the sales 
in Canada. 

The industry can also be subdivided according to 
the source of revenue; that is, sales of own titles and the

distribution of agency titles. The publishing of reference books 
and textbooks, in particular those aimed at the elementary and 
high school levels, generated proportionately the most own- 
title revenue, whereas the sales of exclusive agency titles were 
more concentrated in the trade book category. 

The industry is characterized by the presence of English- 
language and French-language firms, both segments publish- 
ing all categories of books. In 1990, there were approximately 
109 publishing firms in Canada publishing predominantly 
French-language titles. Their revenue (publishing and exclu- 
sive agency) totalled $186 million. This segment represented 
35 percent of the total number of publishing firms and 18 per- 
cent of net sales in Canada by publishing firms. Foreign own- 
ership is not as predominant in the French-language segment 
of the industry as it is among English-language firms: 84 per- 
cent of the French-language revenue is earned by Canadian- 
owned publishing firms, compared with 43 percent in the 
English-language segment. About 27 percent of the revenue 
of the French-language publishing firms originated from the 
distribution of imported titles. These revenues were mostly 
earned by Canadian-owned firms (90 percent), whereas their 
counterparts in the English-language segment earned only 
34 percent of distribution revenue. The distribution of titles by 
category, as shown in Table 2, also differs between English 
and French firms. 

The Canadian-owned publishing segment of the industry 
is composed of a large number of small firms (with revenues 
of less than $1 million) and a very few large publishers who 
dominate this segment of the industry. Although large pub- 
lishers (with revenues over $5 million) represented only 
9 percent of the number of Canadian-owned publishing firms

in 1990, they accounted for 72 percent of the revenue of the 
Canadian-owned segment of the book publishing industry in 
Canada and 44 percent of the titles (published and reprinted2) 
by Canadian-owned firms. By comparison, the foreign-owned 
segment of the book publishing industry is composed mostly 
of large firms who accounted for 97 percent of the sales of 
books by foreign-owned firms in Canada and for 94 percent of 
the titles (published and reprinted) by foreign-owned firms. 

The book publishing industry is concentrated in Ontario 
and Quebec, with 40 and 36 percent, respectively, of the pub- 
lishing firms located in these two provinces in 1990. Ontario 
accounted for approximately 60 percent of the titles published 
and reprinted in 1990, and Quebec published and reprinted 
approximately 31 percent. The other provinces accounted for 
the remaining 9 percent of the titles. 

Exports of Canadian books totalled approximately 
$32 million in 1990 (Figure 1). Over 77 percent of these exports 
were sent to the United States. Approximately 78 percent of 
the exports were from English-language firms. Figure 2 
shows the distribution of book categories exported by 
English-language and French-language publishing firms. 

Canadian exports of books in 1990 represented 5.1 percent 
of publishing revenue. In addition, publishing co-editions 
with foreign publishers and sales of rights of Canadian books 
to foreign publishers have been adopted by many Canadian 
companies as an alternative to exporting finished books. 
These approaches ensure proper marketing and distribution

abroad at a reduced investment cost and risk to the original 
publisher. When Canadian books that were printed and shipped 
from outside Canada and sold in foreign markets are added 

to exports, the result is approximately $211 million in foreign 
sales in 1990. 

ISTC estimates that book imports into Canada in 1990 
totalled $1 004 million, accounting for 62.7 percent of the 
Canadian market. This high percentage is clearly a concern to 
Canadian publishers. Approximately half of the imports were in 
the trade book category. 

Publishing firms (not including agents) registered a profit 


of about 8.0 percent before tax as a percentage of revenue in 


1990, compared with 7.8 percent in 1989. English-language 
publishing firms showed a profit of 7.7 percent before tax as 
a percentage of revenue, whereas French-language firms reg- 
istered a profit rate of 9.4 percent in 1990. However, the rate 
was much lower, going down to a loss of 2.2 percent, for 
English- and French-language firms with revenues of less 
than $200 000. Firms with revenues between $200 000 and 
$999 999 registered a profit rate of 1.0 percent. 


Performance 

The book publishing industry has grown from 1983 to 
1990. The number of publishing firms increased by almost 
32 percent, from 238 firms to 314, while the number of new 
titles published rose by 48 percent, from 5 496 titles to 8 126.

Full-time employment grew from 5 102 people to 6 361 dur- 
ing the same period, an increase of 25 percent (Figure 3). 
Revenue from publishing grew substantially and revenue 
generated by publishers through the distribution of imported 
titles rose by 66 percent. Over this period, profitability was 
relatively stable. 

Between 1983 and 1990, Canadian-owned firms were 
able to increase their share of the Canadian market slightly. 
Traditionally, Canadian-owned, English-language firms have 
had difficulty competing with the Canadian subsidiaries of 
large U.S. and British multinationals in the imported book 
market. On the other hand, Canadian-owned firms have 
succeeded in dominating the French-language component 
of this import market (96 percent in 1990). 


Strengths and Weaknesses 


Structural Factors 

The competitiveness of individual firms depends largely 
on their ability to obtain and market manuscripts and authors 
that have mass appeal. However, the small size of the 
Canadian market hinders the opportunity both of Canadian 
firms to grow and compete internationally and of foreign book 
publishers to develop their talent pools in Canada. Moreover, 
the smaller Canadian-owned firm sizes limit their market 
development ability because most are underfinanced and, 
after absorbing creative and printing costs, cannot afford full- 
range management, promotional and technical teams. 
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Because of their strong position in the Canadian market, 
U.S. and British books have become price setters. This situa- 
tion is especially true for trade books. A foreign influence on 
prices is not as significant in the French-language segment 
of the industry. 

Over the years, Canadian-controlled firms tended to 
concentrate their activities on publishing trade books. In the 
English-language segment of the industry, Canadian-owned 
publishers have not yet succeeded in dominating the more 
lucrative segments of the book market — textbook publishing 
and the distribution of imported titles. Publishing textbooks 
is more expensive than producing trade books because they 
require more development but, in the long run, they are usually 
more lucrative. Trade books are less costly to produce but, 
on the other hand, they are more risky because the market 
response is unknown at the time of publishing. 

The production of the three main categories of books is 
more balanced in the French-language segment of the indus- 
try. In 1990, trade books constituted approximately 52 percent 
of production and textbooks accounted for about 34 percent in 
the French-language segment, compared with 57 percent and 
21 percent, respectively, in the English-language segment. In 
addition, 80 percent of the textbooks in the French-language 
segment were published by Canadian-owned firms. 

In general, manufacturing cost is a significant determining 
factor in measuring the book publishing industry's level of 
international competitiveness because it influences the price 
of the finished product — a book. These costs are generally 
higher in Canada because of the shorter print runs. 

The book publishing industry, both in Canada and in the 
United States, is labour-intensive, and most employees are 
skilled workers. Over the past few years, labour supply has not 
been a critical problem for the industry, although there has been 
a lack of specialized personnel in some areas, notably editing. 


Trade-Related Factors 

Canada, like the United States and the European 
Community (EC), provides duty-free entry to books. 

In July 1985, the Canadian government adopted a foreign 
investment policy in the book publishing and distribution 
sector. The policy, known as the Baie Comeau policy, estab- 
lished guidelines to be implemented under the /nvestment 
Canada Act to strengthen the position of Canadian-controlled 
firms in the book publishing and distribution sector. This 
policy has been adapted over time to comply with Canada’s 
international trade obligations. Initially, the policy stated that 
the establishment or direct acquisition of publishing compa- 
nies in Canada by foreign investors would be permitted 
only if the investment is made through a joint venture with 
Canadian control. In the case of an indirect acquisition, the 
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foreign investor must undertake to sell control to Canadian 
interests within a reasonable period of time, usually two 
years, at a fair market value as determined by an independent, 
impartial assessment. 

The policy allowed foreign owners no avenue other than 
divestiture to demonstrate their commitment to Canadian 
Objectives, and led to some recourse for corporate structures 
that adopted the foreign investment review regime in practice 
but not in spirit. Even given foreign willingness to sell, seri- 
ous obstacles remained to “Canadianization.” The value of 
these (mainly distribution) businesses was typically much 
higher as part of a larger, integrated multinational enterprise 
than as properties held by a third party. Moreover, the few 
Canadian publishers willing to contemplate such purchases 
were themselves plagued by financial handicaps. Thus, the 
forced divestiture approach as a means of strengthening the 
Canadian-owned sector proved unworkable. 

Revised policy guidelines for foreign investment in 
the book trade were announced by the federal government 
in January 1992. A key element of the guidelines is the appli- 
cation of a net benefit test in reviews of indirect acquisitions, 
in keeping with the approach adopted for all other cultural 
investments. The policy now in effect is as follows: foreign 
investments in new businesses would be limited to Canadian- 
controlled joint ventures; foreign acquisition of Canadian- 
controlled publishing and distribution businesses would 
not generally be permitted; indirect acquisitions would be 
reviewed to ensure that they are of net benefit to Canada; 
and should a foreign investor plan to sell a business oper- 
ating in Canada independent of any other transaction, 
Canadians would be given full and fair opportunity to bid. 

In addition, it was announced that a clause would be intro- 
duced into the Investment Canada Act to strengthen the appli- 
cation of the definition of a Canadian-controlled business in 
the cultural sector. 

As part of the cultural industries, the book publishing 
industry in Canada is virtually exempt from the provisions of 
the Canada-U.S. Free Trade Agreement (FTA) implemented 
on 1 January 1989, with one exception. That exception occurs 
when a U.S. investor indirectly acquires a business enterprise 
ina cultural industry located in Canada. Canada would still 
review the acquisition and could require its divestiture from 
the U.S. investor. However, Article 1607 (4) of the FTA now 
amends the Baie Comeau policy to state that if the U.S. owner 
cannot find a Canadian buyer, the Canadian government must 
offer to purchase the business enterprise from the U.S. investor 
at a fair, open market value. This article thus addresses the 
valuation gap problem arising from the 1985 policy. 

Also, as mentioned earlier, many Canadian publishers 
generate additional revenue either by acting as agents for 


foreign firms — warehousing, marketing and distributing 
books in Canada — or by buying the rights to publish foreign 
books in Canada. However, Canadian retailers of books can 
purchase foreign books directly from U.S. suppliers even when 
a Canadian edition exists, thus bypassing the agency system 
in Canada and undermining the efforts of the Canadian pub- 
lishers. This practice, known as “buying around,” is a key 
concern in the book publishing industry. In response to this 
concern, the federal government announced in January 1992 
that the Copyright Act would be amended to recognize exclu- 
sive licensing and distribution agreements within the Canadian 
publishing industry. 


Technological Factors 

The industry generally relies on manufacturers of 
machinery and equipment for technological developments that 
could affect their final product. All Canadian publishers use 
word processing technology to prepare manuscripts. Desktop 
publishing also has been adopted by most firms to do page 
layouts. Computerized management systems allow for better 
inventory control, thus reducing the length of printing runs 
and facilitating ordering systems. Most book publishers rely 
on printers to manufacture their products. Improved typeset- 
ting, platemaking, binding and finishing methods allow book 
publishers to obtain a better-quality product. 


Other Factors 

In response to environmental concerns, book publishers 
and their printers are beginning to use recycled paper, acid-free 
paper and non-toxic ink. 

The federal government has undertaken a number of 
programs to assist the book publishing industry. The Canada 
Council, for example, offers grants and services to assist 
Canadian authors and Canadian-owned book publishers, 
and it supports collaborative efforts to promote and distribute 
eligible Canadian books. 

The Book Publishing Industry Development Program 
(BPIDP), administered by the Department of Communications 
(DOC), encourages the industrial development and improved 
viability of Canadian-owned book publishing companies. 
Assistance is also provided for initiatives aimed at increasing 
the exposure and marketability of Canadian books on the 
international market. This component of the BPIDP is admin- 
istered by the Association for the Export of Canadian Books 
(AECB), which was established in 1972 to help Canadian 
publishers export Canadian books. 

In April 1992, the federal government launched a new 
program to strengthen the Canadian book publishing and 
distribution industry, support the marketing of Canadian- 
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published titles here and abroad, and promote a greater 
readership of Canadian books. 

External Affairs and International Trade Canada (EAITC) 
also may provide assistance to organizations that promote 
Canadian writing and disseminate Canadian books abroad. 
In the past, assistance was given to companies and associa- 
tions to participate in major international book fairs: the 
Frankflirt Book Fair, the Bologna Children’s Book Fair and 
the American Booksellers Association Convention and Trade 
Exhibit, administered by the AECB. In the future, EAITC will 
encourage the AECB to explore other markets and undertake 
new and incremental activities. EAITC also supports the 
purchase of books for university libraries abroad where there 
are Canadian studies programs. In addition to the direct 
trade-related support, EAITC supports Canadian authors 
and their publishers through a variety of cultural initiatives 
such as book readings, signings and book donation programs 
in many countries around the world. In the 25 February 1992 
federal budget, it was announced that the international 
culture programs run by EAITC would be transferred to the 
Canada Council. 

The indusiry has traditionally relied on preferential 
postal rates for all books (Canadian and non-Canadian) 
to help reduce distribution costs. These postal rates were 
phased out in April 1993 and replaced by a program of 
direct assistance. 

On 4 July 1990, DOC announced a new Cultural 
Industries Development Fund (CIDF) program for the cultural 
industries, to be administered by the Federal Business 
Development Bank. The program provides Canadian-owned 
and Canadian-controlled companies with bank financing 
and management consulting services. Book and magazine 
publishers were the first to benefit from this new program 
beginning 1 April 1991. 

In order to encourage the distribution of printed materials 
in Canada, books used to be exempted from the federal 
manufacturers’ sales tax (MST). However, the industry is not 
exempt from the goods and services tax (GST) that replaced 
the MST on 1 January 1991. Under the MST, key material 
inputs were subject to the MST so there was some indirect 
Sales tax incorporated into the cost of books. Because 
the GST rate is lower on these materials than was the MST, 
costs inclusive of the GST rose by less than the 7 percent 
GST rate. 

In addition to federal programs, provincial governments 
have adopted various measures to assist the industry and 
promote Canadian culture. For instance, the Government 
of Quebec adopted regulatory measures (e.g., Bill 51, An Act 
Respecting the Development of Quebec Firms in the Book 
Industry) in the early 1980s to ensure Quebec publishers a 


greater share of publishing activities in their province. Every 
province, through its government branches or arts councils, 
offers grants to literary publishers. Most provinces give pref- 
erence to “Canadian content” in the selection of educational 
material at the elementary and secondary school levels. 
Quebec, Ontario and Alberta also offer loan guarantees to help 
their book publishers obtain bank credit. In addition, Ontario 
has an interest subsidy program for book publishers and, 
since the fall of 1991, the Ontario Publishing Centre is pro- 
viding a $5 million fund to be shared equally between the 
book and periodical publishing industries. 

The book publishing industry's products are subject to 
provisions of the Canadian Copyright Act, which came into 
force in 1924. As the Act had become obsolete and no longer 
provided adequate protection to those engaged in a creative 
process, a first Series of major revisions was made in June 
1988 to address primarily the concerns of the creator. 

The two most important measures affecting the book 
publishing industry are the penalties for infringement of copy- 
right and the creation of agencies for the collective adminis- 
tration of copyright. Under the new Act, the penalties for 
infringement are much tougher, up to $1 million in fines 
and five years in jail, compared with a maximum fine of only 
$200 and two months in jail under the old Act. The Act allows 
agencies to be created to collect royalties on behalf of pub- 
lishers for the reproduction of books. A second series of 
amendments dealing primarily with the concerns of users of 
copyright material is expected to be introduced in Parliament 
in the near future. 


Evolving Environment 


Overall, market demand for books over the medium 
term is projected to grow at a rate of 5 percent, a moderate 
rate compared with the recent growth of 7 to 8 percent. While 
increased leisure time and a general increasing enrollment 
in educational program will continue to have a strong positive 
influence, other factors, such as the anticipated slower popu- 
lation growth rate, the aging of the population and the strong 
competition among leisure products for a share of the 
consumer's time and money, will have a negative impact. 
Technological developments, such as video games and pay 
television, may also have adverse effects on the book publish- 
ing industry. The removal of the postal subsidy and the intro- 
duction of the GST are also expected to adversely affect the 
Canadian industry. However, this should be offset by the new 
subsidy program. 

On the international front, the United States should 
continue to provide good opportunities for Canadian publishers.

Canadian publishers will also continue to expand their presence 
in the European market. 

The FTA has virtually no direct effect on the publishing 
industry, and it is believed that the current round of multilateral 
trade negotiations under the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) will have no significant impact on the book 
publishing industry. 


Competitiveness Assessment 


A few Canadian publishers have been successful in 
exporting books, particularly children’s books, “how to” 
books (mainly in the Francophone market) and adult liter- 
ature. Many Canadian firms have been internationally suc- 
cessful publishing co-editions and selling rights to foreign 
publishers. However, most of the small firms in the industry 
are generally not competitive internationally, mainly because 
of the lack of an international marketing infrastructure, 
economies of scale, shorter print runs and underfinancing.

lt is important to note that data for 1988 and after are based on the Harmonized Commodity Description and Coding System (HS). Prior to 1988, the shipments, 
exports and imports data were classified using the Industrial Commodity Classification (ICC), the Export Commodity Classification (XCC) and the Canadian 
International Trade Classification (CITC), respectively. Although the data are shown as a continuous historical series, users are reminded that HS and previous 
Classifications are not fully compatible. Therefore, changes in the levels for 1988 and after reflect not only changes in shipment, export and import trends, but 
also changes in the classification systems.
